This is the first office action for application serial number 10/686,650, Multi-Purpose 
Foldable Frame, filed on October 17, 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims land 2, the phrase " scissor-like" renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "scissor- 
like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Figure 8 of the 
Prior Art in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,354,619 Bl to Kim. The present invention reads on Prior 
Art teaches a multiple-purpose foldable frame. The multiple-purpose foldable frame comprises 
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four posts, four scissor-like linking rod sets, four first pivot holders, and four-second pivot 
holders. The posts stand with a certain spacing between any two abutted posts with a respective 
first pivot holder and a respective second pivot holder provided to an upper end and a lower end 
of each post. The scissor-like linking rod sets being pivoted to said first and second pivot 
holders. However, the Prior Art of record fails to teach the reinforcements rods and adaptation 
holder. 

Kim teaches a multiple purpose foldable frame. This frame teaches four scissor like 
linking rod sets (21-24), reinforcements rods (62) and adaptation (80). One end of each the 
reinforcement rods is pivoted to a respective second pivot holder of each post and another end of 
each reinforcement being pivoted to the adaptation holder. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have modified the foldable 
frame to have incorporated the adaptation holder and the reinforcement rods for the purpose of 
bearing the weight to be place therein without collapsing. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
the prior art of record fails to teach a plurality of sleeves, arms and another end of each arm 
being pivoted to a respective reinforcement rod and a track being provided on each arm for 
holding against the reinforcement rod.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Wu 6382729; JP2003- 189968 A; JP2002-233429A; and CA 2354363 teach four 
posts, four scissor-like linking rod sets, four first pivot holders and four-second pivot holders. 
Zheng 6237993 and 6,302,479B1 teach a sleeve member.
